LIEUTENANT COLONEL SUNIL KUMAR RAZDAN 

(10-36909). PARA 

(Effective date of the award : 8th October, 1994) 

At 0600 hours on 08 October 1994, Lieutenant Colonel 
Sunil Kumar Razdan officiating Commanding Officer of 
6 Rashtriya Riffcs Battul.on alongwith two companies, 
went out on a seek and encounter mission in the area of 
Damhal Hanzpur in Anantnag District of Jammu and 
Kashmir. On his way back, at about 1700 hours, he 
received intelligence that there was a likelihood of some 
arms/ammunition hidden in a house in village Nandmarg. 

After marchmg for over five hours, he and his party 
reached the suspected house and laid a cordon around it. 
lieutenant Colonel Razdan entered the house to question 
the inmates, who stalled firing in all directions at point 
blank range. Lieutenant Colonel Razdan had no time to 
return the fire, and hence, he physically charged at the 
militants. A hand to hand fight ensued. As Lieutenant 
Colonel Razdan was trying to snatch the weapon of one of 
the militants, he managed to fire wounding him in his 
hand and abdomen. Unmindful of his wounds, Lieutenant 
Colonel Razdan succeeded in snatching the weapon and 
shot the militant dead. He also killed another militant who 
was firing at him. Though severely wounded, he refused 
to be evacuated and continued to direct the operation 
throughout the night till the last of the militants was 
eliminated. His indomitable spirit and undaunting courage 
inspired his men to dizzy heights of bravery which resulted 
in the killing of nine hardcore Pakistan trained militants 
of the Hizfoul Mujahideen, besides the recovery of one 
Universal Machine Gun, Uve AK-47/56 rifles and large 
quantities of ammunition and other military hardware.

(Effective date of the award : 7th May, 1994) 

Captain Sunil Khokhar, 26S Medium Regiment volunteered 
to man the Pahalawan Observation Post, in Jammu and 
Kashmir height 19856 feet on 20 February 1994 and volun¬ 
teered to remain on the post even beyond his scheduled 
tenure of 45 days. 

In the early hours of 05th May, 1994 the probing action 
launched by the enemy lesultcd in heavy exchange of fire, 
with definite planned attempts on part of the enemy to 
capture this strategic post, After blunting the enemy 
attempts, a patrol was launched and at about 2100 hours 
the enemy camp site was located and an artillery shoot was 
planned. 

On 07 May 1994 Captain Sunil Khokhar was detailed to 
accompany a subsequent patrol for directing the artillery 
fire on the enemy camp site. The officer took the initiative 
to carry out the silent registration of targets, before go mg 
with the patrol. While carrying out his task, the officer 
came under enemy small arms fire. The officer displaying 
great courage, showing absolute disregard to his personal 
safety continued to carry out silent registration of targets, 
till the time an enemy bullet brought an untimely end to 
the life of this valiant officer. 

Captain Sunil Kbokhar thus exhibited physical courage, 
professional brilliance, dedication and maturity and gave the 
supreme sacrifice in completing the task beyond the call 
of duty, 

2. CAPTAIN SUNIT BARNIE (1051358), 

SIKH LIGHT INFANTRY (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award : 8th April 1995) 

On 08 April 1995 at 1940 hours enemy posts Mirpur 
and Upper Sanjoi opened very heavy fire on own post 
Hump located approximately 150 metres away from Line of 
Control. Captain Sunit Bamie was Post Commander of at 
a very sensitive Post ‘Hump’.

While the firing was going on, some militants crept in 
close to the Post from the West and started firing rockets 
and small arms. Captain Sunit Barnie who was firing MMC 
on enemy post Mirpur Heights, with utter disregard to 
personal safety moved the MMG single handedly to another 
posit : on from where he could effectively neutralise the 
rocket fire of the militants under very heavy fire from the 
enemy posts. One rocket fired by Ilia militants landed in 
the close proximity of Captain Barnie and he was hit by 
a sharpnel in the left groin. Despite being seriously 
wounded, Captain Barnie refused to be evacuated and 
continued to engage the militants by fire till their fire was 
suppressed and they finally fled around 2200 hours. Being 
seriously wounded, he succumbed to bis wounds enroute at 
0130 hours on 09 April 1995. 

Captain Sunil Barnie, thus, displayed pre-eminent valour 
and spirit of self sacrifice. 

3, 14701380 HAVILDAR JOSEPH ANAL CHANG, 

2 NAGA 

(Effective date of the award 06th June, 1995). 

Havildar Joseph Anal Chang, has been consistently 

performing creditably against the enemy on the Line of 
Control. He is an excellent marksman, particularly with 
84mm RL. 

In August 1994. as pari of the unit ‘Ghatak* team he 
had volunteered for a fire assault operation on the Line of 
Control, and os commander RT. Detachment No. 1, had 
destroyed enemy bunker No. 1 totally. This he did at 
first light within 50m of the enemv. Again on 23 May 
1995, during a fire fight on the Line of Control he was 
instrumental *‘n effectively engaging and silencing the enemy 
from a temporary position in the open despite his RL No. 2 
suffering a snlinter wound in the left chest. Yet again 

on 28 May 1995, when his patrol was effectively engaged 
bv the enemv, be personally rallied with Light Machine 
gun and 2” Mortor covering fiie to extricate his patrol. 

On 06 June 1995. during a fire fight with the enemy on 

the Tine of Control, he destroyed the enemy 
Flag A^en. hunker firing 84mm RL, with total disregard for 
personal safety, 

Havildar Joseph Anal Chang, thus, displayed undaunted 
courage, cool confidence, devoid professionalism demons¬ 
trated grit, and initiative in the face of enemy.

On 10 July, 1994 a cordon and search operation was 
launched in general area of ‘Pobis’ and adjacent iunglets in 
Jammu and Kashmir. Lance Naik Sadhu Singh. Section 
Commander 15 Punjab established a stop and noticed two 
armed militants who opened fire on the troops, chased them 
despite heavy volume of automatic fire brought on him. 

Lance Naik Sadhu Singh showing cold courage closed on 
one mditont who was noe onlv firing heavy volume of auto¬ 
matic firn but also started tfirnwinc grenades. The militant 
went to hiding in the riu’rk foliage of the liingle and stony 
crevices. Lance Naik Sadhu Sineh organised a close cordon] 
of ihc area where the militant wris hiding and firing. He 
lobbed a number of grenades on the militant. Lance Naik 
Sadhu Singh fully determined to eliminate the hard core 
mditaut charged on turn and shot him dead. He aws lateW 
fdeu + ified ns BnttaFon Administrator of Hi?hu1 Mniahidrenl 
of Rafiflhad belt and in this ferocious encounter the NCO 
made the sunreme sacrifice of laving down his life. This 
operation lead to the recovery of 2 Rifle# AK 56, ton Maga¬ 


zines AK 56 and other ammunition including 5 grenades. 

Lance Naik Sadhu Singh, thus, displayed dare devil cour¬ 
age, highest standard of devotion to duty end supreme ‘sac¬ 
rifice of laving down his life. 

2. 13691458 NAIK EBRAHIM KHAN, Q PARA 
(POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award : 14lh August, 1994) ^ 

On 14 August 1994, a team 9 Para commando was laun¬ 
ched to fceek and destroy, a suicide squard of ‘guest militants 5 
despatched by Harkat-Ul-Ansar to disrupt the Amarnalh 
Yatra, Naik Ebrahim Khan was a member of one of the 
parties so tasked in general area of Kolur in Jammu and 
Kashmir at an altitude of 3000 metres. 

By 0710 hours the party reached the general area and sur- 
rounded the militants who had taken shelter in a ‘Gujjar 
Bahak' designed as a bunker. Repeated hits by rockets 
launcher could not destroy the bunker and the well entren¬ 
ched militants brought down heavy volume of fire. At 1800 
houm Naik Ebrahim Khtfii volunteered to approach, the. 
‘Bfthak*. With raw courage, this brave soldier, unmindful 
of the heavy fire charged towards the ‘Bahak* through an 
open path of 35 metres. Though hit by scores of bullets, 
this brave commando continued his relentless charge till he 
reached the ‘Bahak 5 . Naik Ebrahim Khan leapt into the 
‘Bahak’ with his buddy pair and fierce hand to hand fight 
ensued with the militants who were no match for this deter¬ 
mined commando and had to pay the ultimate price. The 
mortally wounded Naik Ebrahim Khan killed all the 
remaining militants before making the supreme sacrifice. 

Naik Ebrahim Khan. thus, displayed e\ccpt : onal gallan¬ 
try, dogged determination and spirit of self sacrifice. 

3, JC-185475 SUB FDA R AVTAR SINGH, 15 PUNJAB 
REGIMENT (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award : 28th August, 1994) 

On 28 August 1994 cordon and search operation was 
launched in villages Shirapura and Kohilyan in Jammu & 
Kashmir. 

Suhedar Avtar Shi eh led a party to close cordon afid 
search of a suspected house. When search was in nropress, 
militanfs inside a hideout pushed out a loosclv placed brick 
in the outer wall of the hideout and through this opened 
fire which fatally iniured a Senov Resam Smch Two) mili¬ 
tants then rushed out of the hideout firing indiscriminately 
at the close cordon. Snbedar Av+nr Smuh, showing cold 
rOurnee. effectively ehuatred the militants from close quarters. 
In this shootout, he got grievously iniured. 

Despite the critical injuries, Suhedar Avtar Sin<*h d’snlaved 
dare devil rnnnpe and ^ tot'd dN^e^rd in hie nr^o^uel 
jtpfetv. Vpr»t on firing at the rnilftants and chot both of them 
dead Thrv were identified ns nn Afghan [reT-^narv and 
b n ft»Uon commander of T-ti^Kid The nnpr'itirvn 

led to the reeoverv of 2 A 1C 56 Rifle*? nlnrut with ammuni¬ 
tions anrf 3 pf-enades Unfortunately Suhedar Avtar Singh 
succumbed to his injuries on the same day. 

Suhedar Avtar Sineh. thus displayed dare devil courage 
in the face of heavy odds and made the Supreme sacri¬ 
fice. 

4. PAVnnAR HANTmATJ PPACA1) SINGH, 
27 RAJPUT RFGTMENT (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award : 4th October. 1994) 

On 04 October 1994, based on specific informal *>7 
P'drvnt eonduf 1 "'! search on^mt^nn 1 n a vUl-.r,,- In 1 J FT, ( MT- 
J 9) of BaramnlJa district of Jammu and Kashmir. 

At about 1530 hrs two militants traoned inside a thrUchcd 
roof wooden bouse jumped out of a window and moved 
info the nallah South West of the house. The stons fired at 
the feeb'ne militants but due to dense foliage could not shoot 
at them accurately. 

One of the feeling militants suddenly turned around, 
threw a hand grenade and fired a long burst at the stops 
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who were chasing them. Due to the militants firing Havil- 
dar Hanuman Prasad Singh received a gun shot wound in 
his chest, Though critically wounded and bleeding profu¬ 
sely, Havildar Singh, undeterred by his injury a ] nd in total 
disregard to his personal safely, chased and killed both the 
dreaded militants, thus preventing further casualties. One 
of the dead militants was later identified as platoon com-i 
mander of Hizhul Mujahideen group. Havildar Hanuman 
Prasad Singh, however, succumbed to his injuries at the 
helipad before he could be evacuated, 

Havildar Hanuxnain Prasad Singh, thus, displayed conspi¬ 
cuous gallantry, extreme devotion to duty and patriotism 
of the most superlative order, 


5, 4462677 LANCE NAIK JOGINDER SINGH SIKH 
LIGHT INFANTRY (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award : 24th October, 1994) 

On 24 October 1994 a seek and encounter misrioa wait 
planned by the Second Battalion of the Rashtriya Rifles, The 
Charlie Company operated in civil trucks. 

As the company reached 505 metres of village Liwar in 
Anantjnag District of Jammu and Kashmir they were fired 
upon at a very close range from a height south-west of the 
village, The troops immediately returned the fire, Lance 
Naik Joginder Singh jumped out of the truck and charged 
towards the firing militants, With total disregard to his 
personal safety he crawled from cover to cover firing his 
weapon and reached near the firing militants, 

As he was closing in he was hit by a bullet in his neck. 
Notwithstanding the injury, Lance Naik Joginder Singh kept 
on advancing and firing at the militants. In the shoot-out 
which continued for 15—20 minutes, Lance Naik Joginder 
Singh, with dare devil courage, despite being critically 
wounded, succeded in killing two hard core Pakistan train¬ 
ed militants of Hizbul Muzahideen. Despite being shot in 
the neck, he continued to fight before soccumbing to* his 
injuries due to excessive bleeding. One Rifle AK-47, three 
magazines and sizeable ammunition were recovered in this 
operation, 

Lance Naik Joginder Singh, thus, displayed conspicuous 
bravery with utter disregard to personal safety and made 
the supreme 'sacrifice in righting the militants. 


6 . CAPTAIN SANJAY CHAUHAN (IC-50921), 16 RAJ 
PUTANA RIFLES (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award : 29th October, 1994) 

On 28 October 1994 Captain Sanjay Chauhan, Quarter 
Master of 16 Rajputana Rifles received information about 
5-6 hardcore terrorists visitihg village Lachhampura in Kup- 
wara district of Jammu & Kashmir, every day. The officer 
evolved a plan and moved to the location alongwith his 
team. 

At Lachhampura. at 1100 hrs on 29th October, 1994 he 
observed 5-6 terrorists climbing a ridge. The officer modi¬ 
fying his original plan rushed to block the escaping terro¬ 
rists. On the ridge line this party was engaged by automatic 
fire by the terrorists, in which tb# Light Machine Gun per¬ 
son was fatally injured, The officer immediately took the 
Light Machine Gu'n himself, engaged the terrorists and 
killed one of them instantly. Upon this the terrorists hiding 
in the forest regrouped and surrounded the party bringing: 
down instense automatic fire. Realising that they were over¬ 
whelmingly outnumbered and (surrounded, he ordered his 
partv of Juhior Commissioned Officer and 11 other ranks 
to move to a hill about 700 metres behind while he provid¬ 
ed covering fire. Captain Sanjay Chauhan and his party 
continued to engage the terrorists till their ammunition wai 
exhausted. With dogeed determination the officer and his 
men charged on the terrorists and grappled with them in 
intense hand to hand fight, The Officer fell to a volley of 
fire from the terrorists but not before he had personallv 
killed Abu Mnsa, a foreign mercenary and Saba, the Launch 
Commander of the district. He succumbed to Ms injuries 
later. 

Captain Sanjav Chauhan, thus, displayed conspicuous 
bravery, exemplary and indomitable courage in utter disre¬ 
gard to hi* personal safety. 
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7. SHRI AJAY KUMAR SINGH, RANCHI, BIHAR 
(POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award : 1st December, 1994) 

At about 3.20 p m. on 1st December, 1994, two armed 
robbers entered into the premises of Union Bank of India, 
Shyamali Colony Branch, Ranchi, Bihar and demanded cash 
safe keys and cash at gun point. The armed robbers threaten¬ 
ed the tftaff members with dire consequences, if they did not 
carry out the orders and asked them to move ton room, One 
of the robbers forced the Accountant and Cashier to open 
the door of the strong room and cash safe and ordered the 
Cashier to put the entire money in a paper carton lyingt 
inside the strong room. Meanwhile, the other robber cut 
the telephone wire and as he tried to cut the wire of seou J 
rity alarm, the alarm got activated. Sensing the danger, the 
robbers tried to flee on a motorcycle. In the meantime, the 
staff members started shouting to attract public atten-i 
tion, \ 

On hearing the alarm, two boys about 18-20 years, who/ 
were playing in the ground adjacent to the bank came run¬ 
ning and saw the miscreants escaping with the booty on) 
the motorcycle. One of the two boys viz. Shri Ajay Kumar 
Singh chased the motorcycle and tried to pull down the 
pillion rider from the motor cycle, The pillion rider, first 
tried to create fear psychosis and fired two to three roulnds 
at Shri Ajay Kumar Singh. However, on seeing that Shri 1 
Singh had not given up chasing, he fired at Shri Ajay 
Kumar Singh, thus injuring him fatally, During the scuffle 
with Shri Ajay Kumar Singh, some packets of currency note* 
fell out of the paper carton, which were later on brought 
to the Bank, amounted to Rs. 80,000/-. Shri Ajay Kumar 
Siingh, who was seriously injured was taken to MF.CON 
Hospital but unfortunately he succumbed to his injuries in 
the evening on the same day. 

Shri Ajay Kumar Singh, thus, displayed exemplary courage 
and had shown high civic serise in apprehending the miscre¬ 
ants and made the supreme sacrifice. 

8 . 2683817 LANCE NAIK RAJ MAL MEENA, 22 GRE^ 
NADIERS (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award : 31st December, 1994) 

On 31 December 1994, 22 Grenadiers carried out a cordon 
and search operation in village Chandgam in Pulwama Dis^ 
trict of Jammu and Kashmir based on an information about 
the presence of militants. 

At 0710 hours Delta Company Commander’s party cor¬ 
doned a specific two storeyed house. Lance Naik Raj Mai 
Mecna who was the entry man number one moved from the 
first floor to second floor up the stairs. The moment his 
torso was exposed, the militants in the second floor fired at 
him and Lance Naik Raj Mai Meena got a burst of bullets 
of his right shoulder, Though grievously wounded, Lance 
Naik Raj Mai Meena sensing danger to his comrades who 
were following him up the sta : rs, rushed up, closed in with 
the militants and fired with his automatic rifle killing two 
hard core armed militants. In the ensuing fire-fight he sus¬ 
tained injury on his neck too. The third militant who man¬ 
aged to move into the neighbouring room was later killed 
by the search party. Lance Naik Raj Mai Meena succumb¬ 
ed to his injuries during evacuation. The operation also 
resulted in recovery of 3 Rifle AK-56, 7 magazines and a 
sizeable ammunition. 

Lance Naik Raj Mai Meena, thus, displayed unflinching 
devotion to duty, exemplary courage at the cost of his own 
life. 

9. GS-158407 W DRIVER MECHANICAL EQUIPMENT 

KEWAL KRIS HAN MEHTA, BRDB (POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date of the award : 21st January, 1995) 

On 21 January, 1995, DMF Kcwal Krishnn Mehta of 164 
formation cutting platoon of project Sewak was deployed 
for widening of formabon with his dozer at Km. 62.1 on 
road Wokha-Bokajan. Suddenlv small pebbles started falling 
from the hill face and Havildar Prabhakar Rao who was 
directing the dozer, blew his whistle indicatinc immediate 
danger, He could have easily abandoned his dozer and mn 
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to safety. Yet, inspite of imminent danger to his life DME 
Kewal Krishan Mehta did not abandon the dozer but kept 
trying to manoeuver it to safety. Before he could clear the 
danger zone, 5 to 6 huge boulders fell on hrm. On removal of 
boulders, his body was found in a sitting position m the 
operator’s seat. His neck and right side ot the body were 
crushed and he had died instantaneously. However, the 
dozer was saved and put to use again. 

Driver Mechanical Equipment Kewal Knshan Mehia dis¬ 
played gallantly, cool courage and devotion to duty by try¬ 
ing to save valuable Government property at the cost of hi 
own life. 


10 13610845 HAV1LDAR CHITRU RAM, 7 JAT REGI¬ 
MENT (.POSrHUMOUS) 

(Elective date of the award : Hth February 1995) 


Havildar Ranpal Singh immediately rushed out of his position 
to interdict the fleeing militants from reaching the house. In 
the process, he was hit by a burst of AK fire from beh nd by 
another militant group, hiding in another hut, severely injur ng 
his shoulders and back. Inspite of his grievous injuries, the 
valiant soldier charged towards the three militants who had by 
then entered the lone house, kicked open a window, and 
jumped inside the hut to neutralise them. There was an in¬ 
tense fire fight and suddenly everything went s’lent inside the 
lone house. Major Jodh Singh, his company commander, who 
had rushed immediately thereafter to reinforce the position 
found Lance Havildar Ranpal Singh sprawled over one of the 
militants in a pool of blood while bodies of two other killed 
militants were lying besides him. 

Lance Havildar Ranpal Singh, thus, displayed dogged deter¬ 
mination, indomitable will and rare courage in the face of 
very heavy odds.

Anand. On approaching a house, the party drew intense and 
ehecuve terrorist hre Horn a number ot dnections resulting in 
Havudar Cmiru Ram getting injured in his back and left 
shoulder. At this moment* ne saw his Company Commander 
Major Rohan Anand rustling awards the house, trom wmc 
hre was coming, he covcicd ms Company Commander by firing 
back. Alter his Company Commander had extricated him.- 
sen, he sensed funner danger and moved neaicr to the house 
resulting in turtner injuries to himselt but managed to kill one 
hardcore terrorist try mg to come out ot the house. In the 
ensuing Are light Havnunr Chitm Ram, despite grievou* in¬ 
juries and threat to ins own lire, killed one more fiardcore 
terrorist betore succumbing to his injuries, Tne operation 
also resulted in recovery ot 3 Rules ak 06 , 6 magazines and a 
laige quanuty of ammunition. 

Havildar Chitru Ram, thus, displayed personal courage, 
spirit of self sacnlicc ana unfhneumg ioyahy to the Nation. 

11. JC-518045 NAIB SUBEDAR PARKASH LAI., 15 


DOGRA REGIMENT 

1 Effective date of the award : 14th February 1995) 

On 14 February 1995, Naib Subedar Parkash Lai of 15 
Doura was the protection party commander of a convoy mov¬ 
ing trom Drugmul to Sarkuli, Jammu and Kashmir. 

On returning from SarkuJi, Naib Subedar Parkash lal was 
moving in the last vehicle. While approaching Khumbriyal, 
a group of militants blasted the last vehicle using an tmpro- 
vised explosive device with a remote control. Ihe roiwci of 
the blast was so powerful that the vehicle was smashed inta 
Pieces killing all tive occupants sitting in the body of the 
vehicle and Naib Subedar Parkash lal suffered multiple injuries 
all over the body and face, with loss of vision in one eye and 
only > 'partial vision in the, other. The mditan* opened up 
with a heavy volume of fire. Despite the serious injuries tne 
Junior Comm ssjoned Oillccr crawled out ot the wreckage, 
found his weapon and relumed the fire with total ^regard to 
his personal sMe.y, he effectively kept the> nuWantoi engaged 
though his injuries had pracacally bl.nded him. With this 
bold action he kept the militants engaged tffl the arrival of 
reinforcements, When reinforcements arrived Naib Subtdai 
Parkash lal waa still engaging the militants and he was evacu¬ 
ated in a critical conditions. 

Naib Subedar Parkash Lal, thus, displayed courage and 
valour despite the serious nature of his injuries, 


12. 2671799 LANCE HAVILDAR RANPAL STNGH, 3 
GRENADIERS. 

(Effective date of the award : 23rd February 1995) 

On 23 February 1995, Lance Havildar Ranpal Singh of 3 
Grenadiers was leading an ambush party in Batnar Village in 
Kupwara District of Jammu and Kashmir. 

At 1020 hours he noticed three militants approaching. He 
challenged them to surrender. However, in response the milt- 
tanta opened a heavy brusta of automatic fire and tried to lake

Captain Rakesh Sharma, 11 Rashtriya Rifles was leading a 
column during operation ‘Snow Man’ in the region of Bhadar- 
wah k Doda district in Jammu & Kashmir. 

On 04 Match 1995 in general area Konderu, a fierce en^ 
counter ensued wherein the column under Captain Rakesh. 
Sharma shot dead a dreaded militant, Ahmed Shah MasucL 
His column also chased the rest of the fleeing militants when 
a heavy volume of fire came from a double storev building. 
Captain Rakesh Sharma immed aiely established a fire base 
and placed stops. He tried to flush out the mi1i + ants and in 
the process Captain Rakesh Sharma received a bullet injury 
on his left shoulder. He refused evacuation and stormed 
the house under covering Arc, bewildering the militants. 
In the close auarter battle that ensued, the officer’s location 
saved his team from militam fire but they could not pro\jae 
him close fire support. Unmindful of personal safety he 
storrhed ihe militants’ gun position and killed an Afghan mer¬ 
cenary on the spot. Before he could disengage and tackle 
the remaining militant*, he was hit bv a burst of AK 56 from 
the next room. Captain Rakesh with utter disiegnrd to his 
personal safely charged into the room spraying bullets and 
killed another foreign mercenary but he rece ved a fatal in- 
jury on the left of bis neck. The brave officer la*er succumb¬ 
ed to his injuries at 1600 his. This operation resumed in 
killing of three militants and recovery of three AK 56 riflea 
and four magazines.

Sepov Bbagwan Singh of 13 Rashtriya Rifles was a mem¬ 
ber of the Quick Reaction Team. With keen observation, 
he spotted two terrorists firing from behind a boulder twenty 
metres ahead. Sepov Bhagwan Singh asked his buddy to 
cover his move and carried out a left outflanking manoeuvre, 
thereby completely surprising the terrorist who fired blindly 
at him and injured h m in left thigh and knee. Despite in¬ 
jury, Sepov Bhagwan Singh shot dead the terrorist. At the 
same time, the other terrorist also fired point blank at Sepoy 
Bhagwan Singh, who was charging at him, thereby iaiuring 
him in left abdomen, armpit and right hand. Though griev¬

Sepoy Bhagwan Singh, thus, displayed extraordinary 
courage, devotion of duty and made the supreme sacrifice in

(Effective date of the awaid : 03rd April, 1995) 

On 03 April 1995 a cordon and search operation was laun¬ 
ched in Zalura village in Bararaulla district of Jammu and 
Kashmir finding lo the apprehension of one terrorist. 

The apprehended terrorist agreed to show the house where 
three more terrori ts were hiding. At 1430 hours, when 
Subedar Prem Cliand bharma alongwith his party was moving 
towards the targei house, they came under heavy volume of 
fir'* from the terrorists who had meanwhile shifted to an 
adjoining house. 

With total disregard to persunnl safety and exhibiting ex¬ 
emplary leadership. Subedar Sharma covered die move of 
lrnom to, safety, thus saving the lives of his troops but in 
the process he sustained a gun shot wound in the lower 
abdomen. Reabs'ng that terrorists may escape, despite be¬ 
ing grievously wounded, Subedar Sharma, displaying un¬ 
paralleled bravery, stormed the house and shot dead three 
fully armed dreaded terrorists including Chief of Jamiat-ul- 
Mujahideen. He then fell unconscious, was immediately 
given, first, aid and evacuated to Base Hospital but did en-

JAMMU AND KASHMIR RIFLES 

(Effective date of the award : 13th April, 1995) 

On 13 April 1995, Captain Hhrdeep Smgh, of 2 J&K RIF 
was leading a patrol in the mountainous confines of the 
Trai Valley, jn Jammu & Kashmir. 

Af atrpioximatolv 1H0 brs as the patrol was climbing 
heights North of village Narasihan, three terrorists fired Upon 
tiie ofltrol i v 0m the heights above them. Captain Hardeep 
Singh, nuicklv sized the situation and amoeuvred the patrol 
to cut off their e cape rontoo. He also informed a Contr 
panv of 23 PUNJAB operating‘to his west to do the same. 
The terrorists who had taken cover behind huge boulders 
opened a henvy volume of fire. Undeterred, Captain Hardeep 
Singh, rallied his men and moved forward. TTie two terro¬ 
rists opened a heavy \oIumc of fire which pinned down the 
patrol. Seeing this. Captain Hardeep Shigh, alongwith his 
radio operator crawled within 50 metres of the terrorist? front: 
a flhnk, A* this sta^e the teirorists saw him and opened fire. 
CaptiFn Hardeep Singh, wa^ hit bv a bullet in the chest. 
Unmindful of his furious imurv, the officer showing unoaraL 
leled courage and heroism charged and shot both the terrorists 
dead. Subsecmendv the Company of 23 PUNJAB summoned 
bv Captain Hardeep Singh, was able to manoeuvre nnd kill 
the third teirorist.

On being informed of the encounter with 10 militants of 
Raia Ram Di Lari at 0950 hrs on 29 April 1995, resulting in 
killing of only two militants due to poor visibility, the officer 
displaying keen tactical tense ordered tbn ambush party com¬ 
mander at Raja Ram Di Lari to maintain contact with re¬ 
maining militants by fire and to channelise them towards 
Nftrki Balhk ambush site. He immediately moved to¬ 
wards Narki Baihk and ordered Narkl Baihk ambush party 


channelized towards his ambush. This resulted in killing 
of tnree more militants. The remaining five militants, realise 
ing the trap, started climbing up along the nala to reach' 
out of firing range. Captain Jitendra Kumar using ruse, 
deception and stealth moved up faster than the militants 
alongwith five other ranks and charged the militants from 
top to down spraying bullets, killing all five of them. They 
were later identified as Afghan mercenaries. 

Captain Jitendra Kumar, thus, displayed courage, deter- 
mination and leadership-qualities of exceptionally high

18. GS-159668—W DRILLER VAMANAN K, BRDB 

(POSTHUMOUS) 

(Effective date* * of 4h« award.; 6th-May, 1995) 

Driller Vamanan K of 118 Road Construction Company 
of Project Beacon was working on GaJhar-Sansari road in 
militancy affected Doda District of :Jammo and Kashmir, 

The Toad sector from Km. 46 to 54 of - Galhar-bansari 
road is on extremely dahgerous zon6-where rock* keep 
falling without warning. Many live* of BR0 personnel add- 
casually paid labours have been lo&t in this stretch. How* 
ever Driller Vamanan K cheerfully undertook the challenge 
of drilling operation in this stnetch since his induction into 
this sector in August 1994. During November 1994,- he was 
entrapped in the way of a rolling bolder and fell inlfcrithfe 
valley alongwith his Jack Hammer, but escaped'with minor 
injur es, t>e$pitfe this incident, he volunteered to keep 
working in this sector and did so with dogged detenrrfnfltfcn 
and fitter' disregard to his own safety. 

On 06 May 1995, Driller Vamanan K alongwith his party 
consisting 5 casual labourers, was on drilling operation at 
Km 47.9. At about. 1550 hr*. on hearing the caution 
alarm, Driller Vamanan saw a huge boulder falling down 
upon the. team.. Though time wa9 at a premium, he with¬ 
out caring for his own life started pushing labourers to 
safety as they were in a state of confusion and panic. Bui 
he could manage to push only three labourers to safety 
when the falling boulder crushed him as well as his other 
two associates All the three died-on the spot. 

Driller Vamanan K. thus, displayed conspicuous gallantry^ 
selfless service, dogged determination and made the supreme 
sacrifice in saving the lives of his colleagues. 


19 WING COMMANDER* AJIT SINGH SLA1CH, VM 
(13A12). FLYING (PILOT) 

(Effective date of the award : 15th June, 1995>, 

Wing .Commander Ajit Singt was posted as the" Com¬ 
manding Officer of a helicopter unit on 02 May 1994, 

On 15 June 1995, Wg Cdr Aj't Singh was called upon 
to airlift three casualties from Masimpur. One of thfcpe 
casualties was. an Army Major who had a bullet embedded* 
in the spinal chord and his loWer body was already para¬ 
lysed. He needed immediate attention of a neurosurgeon. 
Wg Cdr A jit Singh took off frbm the base at 1630 hrs under 
marginal weather conditions. After landing at the MaMmpur 
helipad he was informed that due to unstable condition of 
the patients, the take-off tad- to be delayed. Realising that 
the patients may not survive the road journey, be decided to 
wait even , though it had become dark and the weather had 
deteriorated. By the time patients arrived at about 2045 hrs, 
the entire area was under the grp of severe thunderstorm 
activity. A® any further delay would have almost certa nly 
proved fatal for the patients, Wg Cdr Ajit Singh took off 
from the unlit helipad in total darkness. Inspite of heavy 
ikRIs and extremely trying conditions, he safely landed his 
helicopter at Khumbhig’am at 2120 hrs accomplishing safe 
evacuation of the casualties. 

Wing Commander Ajit Singh Slaicb, thus, displayed

Wing Commander Harjindcr Pal Singh; Natt is command¬ 
ing the Ml-17 Helicopter Unit located at 30 Wing, Air Force 
since 10 May 1993. 

During September, States of Haiynna, Punjab and Hima¬ 
chal Pradesh were cxlensidy abdicated by devastating floods. 
Helicopters were pressed into service to bring succour to the 
flood victims, On 12 Sep 1995 there was massive landslide. 
North of K.ulhi, wherein scores of civilians were trapped in 
the fast flowing Bear. River. These people had lost nil hopes 
of survival. On being informed about this, Wimr Com¬ 
mander Natt went along with Wing Commander Mann 
(Commanding Officer Cheetah Dot!) and rushed to the site 
in a Cheetah helicopter. Proximity of electric and telephone 
cables precluded the chances of rescue. Under these circum¬ 
stances, Wg Cdr Natt alighted himself on a large rock and 
the helicopter returned to Kullu for removal of doors in 
order to facilitate the rescue.

21. WING COMMANDER RAVINDRA SINGH MANN 
(15434) FLYING (PILOT). 

(Effective date of the award : 12th September, 1995) 

Wing Commander Ravindra Singh Mann is on the posted 
strength of 131 FAC Flight since 17 July 1995 as the Com¬ 
manding Officer. 

On 06 Sep 1995 he was tasked to opearte a detachment 
of three helicopters from Manali to carry out rescue and 
relief duties for the staranded personnel of SASE which had 
been severely damaged due to floods. He alongwith his other 
pilots of the unit undertook the task in a professional man¬ 
ner. During the detachement period, on 12 Sep 1995 at 
1330 hours, Wg Cdr Mann received a message from Deputy 
Commissioner. Kulu that there had been a massive landslide 
4 km north of kullu and that there was a requirement to 
carry out an aerial recce to assess the damage to life and pro¬ 
perty. Wg Cdr Mann realised the gravity of the situation and 
got airborne in his cheetah helicopter with Wg Cdr Natt. On 
reaching the site he found that the landslide had taken place 
in a bowl due rto the river changing its course. There were 
electric and telephone cables criss crossing the entire bowl. 
During the recce he observed two survivors in the river hold¬ 
ing on to submerged boulders. He attempted to land the heli¬ 
copter on a small island between the fast flowinn river to res¬ 
cue them but could not do so due to large boulders, tall trees 
and wires. He quickly assessed the situation and decided that 
the only wav was to physically pull out the two stranded per¬ 
sons for which the helicopter door had to be removed. Wg 
Cdr Mann picked up W<* Cdr Natt from the island and flew 
towards the survivors. The helicopter was very carefully and 
precised hovered near the survivor and then slowly inched for¬ 
ward and lowered with its skid touching the water. Wg Cdr 
Natt stood on the skid holding the pilot’s seut and pulled up 
the survivors into the helicopter from the fast flowing river. 
This was achieved in the third attempt. Another circuit was 
carried out and the second survivor was pulled out in a simi¬ 
lar manner. 

Wing commander Ravindra Singh Mann, thus, displayed 
high level of professional competence and courage of high 
order beyond the call of duty.

As considered necessary by the Council in view of 
the expeil sc and experience of persons for helping 
the council in its deliberations. 

2. The Council will be an advisory body and it will 
continue to perform the functions as indicated in para-2 of 
the Resolution No, 24-1 89-CA.TI dated 26-5 92 referred to 
in para 1 above. 

3. The Council will have the powers to set up Standing 
Committee, Technical Committee and Ad-hoc Committee to 
look into specific issues and to coopt members such as 
representatives of Agricultural Universities and other special 
interests as and when necessary, for specific purposes. 

4. The Council will meet periodically in areas in which 
tobacco is grown and at important centres of trade and 
industry and will make recommendations to the Government 
of India. 

5. The Council will continue to function until it is 
abolished by a Resolution of the Government. The term 
of the Chairman and other non-official Members of the 
Council would be three years from the date they are 
nominated on the Council unless this period is curtailed or 
extended by a specific Older of the Government of India. 

6. Those members of the Council who nre nominated 
from among Members of the Parliament will cease to be 
the Members of the Council as soon as they cease to be 
Members of Parliament. 

7. Members of Parliament serving on Govt, bodies like 
Councils etc. are entitled to get TA/DA for attending the 
meetings of those bodies in accordance with the provisions 
of the Salary, Allowances and Pension of MPs Act, 1954 
as amended from time to time and rules made thereunder.
